WE IF THE TrUWflONS. 


The Democratic party at its last na- 


tional convention pledged itself anew 
"to tbe constitutional doctrines and tra- 
dition* of the Democratic party, as 
illustrated by the teachings and exam- 
ple of a long line of Democratic states- 
men a«fl patriots." The orators and 
writers^f the party seriously object to 
having the more recent traditions of 
tbe pa4y brought to light, and they es- 
peeUiiy object to having mention made 
of tha part played by the party during 
the troublous war tim.-». They say 
that these are not the traditions ti> 
which tbe platform refers, bat that the 
intention was to bring to the public 
mind the utterances and the sentiments 
of the louden of the parly—Jeffcr 
son nd Madison. We presume that 
the famous Kentucky resolutions of 
1798, 
which were re-affirmed by the 


Democratic 
national 
convention of 


1836, constitute one of the traditions 
to whisk tbe party is now so willing to 
pledge'itself »new. The first ot these 
resolutions is as follows : 


Rewind, That Ibe several states com- 


posing tbe United States of America are 
not united on the principle «£ unlimited 
submission to their Kenrial noveruinenl ; 
but thnt, by compact, tiiulir Hie style 
•ad title of a constitution I >r tin- United 
States and of ann-iidmenls thereto, lliey 
constituted a general government lor 
special purposes, delegated to that gov- 
ernment certain definite powers, reserv- 
ing each slate to itcslf the residuary rnaaa 
of right to their own self-government; 
•ad that whensoever the general govern 
ment assumes uudelegated powers its 
acts are unauthoritatlve, .void, and of no 
form; that to this compact each state 
acceded as a slate, and is an integral 
party, lit ooctatea forming as to itself the 
other party ; that the government crea- 
ted by this compact was not made the cx- 
clu»iv»oi*aa!>udffeof the extent of the 
power* delegated to Itself; since that 
•would have made its discretion, and 
not tbe constitution, the measure ot its 
powtt; bat that, as in all other cases of 
compact among parties having no com- 
mon judge, each party has an equal right 
to judge for itself, as well of infractions 
•I of the mode and manner of redress. 


This resolution, so often quoted by 


Democratic speakers in the party and 
at least once re-affirmed by the national 
convention of the party, may not un- 
fairly be Uken to be one 'of the tradi- 
tioni of the party; and what is it ? 
Democratic editors, even, will not deny 
tbat it contains all that was ever claim- 
ed by tk« nitre state rights advocates, 
and a thoughtful reading of its clauses 
•will show that it embodies the whole 
doctrine of the right of secession. The 
gist of the resolution lies in the con- 
cluding draw, which lays down the 
doetriM that each state has not only

KANSAS CITT, Mo., AUE 30,1880. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN: I left St. Louis on 


Wednesday evening, August 2oth, at 
955, and struck daylight and Sedalia, 
Mo., about the same time. From Sedalia 
west I found the corn and democrats in a 
very flourishing condition. I arrived in 
the "Chicago of the West" at 9 a. m., 
August 28th.
